51, driver of the department of 
hospitals bus, had suffered 
a

in November, 


I960. 


The report, issued by Dr.. Mil- 


ton Halpern, medical examiner, 
said Albert died of drowning. 


It said the examination also 


showed that Albert had "a fresh 
acute thrombotic occlusion of the 
^ right coronary artery." It added: 


"Although the deceased had a 


history of hospitalization for a 
coronary attack in November, 


. 
1960, his son stated that he had 
been without symptoms since that 
time and that he was apparently 
well during the weekend 
and 


morning of his death prior to his 
sudden collapse while driving the 
bus, 
causing it to swerve off the 


. road into the East River." 


Harbor squad police meanwhile 


grappled for the body of Bea» 
trice Sturdivant, 24, a typist of six 
sumed drowned. Bodies of six 
other persons aboard the bus have 
been recovered. All had drowned, 
autopsies showed.

Hundreds Flee 
From Floods 
in Four States

Hundreds of persons from four 


states—Ohio, West Virginia, Indi- 
ana and Pennsylvania—have been 
forced from their homes by flood- 
waters after drenching rains and 
melting snows. 


More rain splashed across wide 


areas in the flood-stricken areas. 
Rain also continued in many other 
parts of the eastern half of the 
nation, with more snow in North- 
ern and Western sections. 


Ohio reported the state's worst 


flood conditions in four years. 
Hundreds of persons were evacu- 
ated from their homes, and scores 
of families wore marooned. With 
more rain predicted, the Weather 
Bureau in Cincinnati said the Ohio 
River appeared likely to be bank- 
full along its 981-mile-route.

That hope persists 
today. 


The hope rests now, as in the 


past, on a deeper 'belief that at 
some point the Soviet Union will 
begin to change its fundamental 
world position and move toward 
agreements with the West. Then 
the often-cited need of all nations 
to avoid; destruction in a great 
nuclear war could begin to have 
its impact. 


What makes the present stale-' 


mate at Geneva critical is that 
recent Soviet actions have dealt 
a severe blow to this deeper belief 
precisely when American leaders 
thought it might finally be justi- 
fied by what had seemed to be 
some new trends in Soviet policy. 


The high optimism about the 


chances for a nuclear test ban 
which prevailed here within the 
past two months was born in the 
aftermath of the Cuban crisis. 
There is no doubt that President 
Kennedy, Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and other leaders felt some 
great results might flow from the 
easing of the nerve-wracking con- 
frontation of the United States and 
the Soviet Union over Cuba last 
October. 


This optimism was prevalent 


when Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
last Dec. 19 sent a note to the

Everybody 
Sounds Off 
on Tax Cut 


EDITORS NOTE — Letters by 


the thousands pour into Washing- 
ton every clay from people across 
the land who want to speak up on 
the great tax 
1 debate. Even young- 


sters are .sounding off on whether 
taxes should be cut. Raymond J. 
Crowley, u veteran on the Wash- 
ington scene, lakes a peek at 
some of the tax letters sent to 
the White House and Capitol Hill.

WASHINGTON 
(AP-) — The 


Puritan ethic seems likely to suf- 
fer a defeat in this year 1903. The 
betting on Capitol Hill is that the 
American people will have to take 
a tax cut, whether or not they re- 
gard it as sinful. 


Many of them do so regard it, 


at a time when the government 
is using red ink by the bucketful. 
This is shown by a vox pop sur- 
vey—a rather extensive peek at 
letters 
received 
by 
Congress 


members and other officials. 


Most of the letters — whether 


impeccably typed, handwritten on 
yellow ruled paper or scrawled on 
postcards—say taxes are too high 
and need cutting. 


However, many of them contain 


large "buts": Spending should be 
slashed to offset the revenue loss: 
reforms that discourage thrift, en- 
terprise, home ownership and 
charity should be avoided. 


In vain, the White House and 


Treasury say that the reforms 


Desperation
